GENERAL INFORMATION 


Keys of the Fire Alarm Boxes are placed with the residents in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the several boxes, also with all the policemen, and in several 
locations a Key is hanging on the side of the Box. Citizens will please in- 
form themselves where the Keys are kept—signs giving the required infor- 
mation being placed on the Box 

Key holders upon positive intormation of a fire in their immediate vicin- 
ity (nearer to that box than any other), may unlock the box, and IF THE 
SMALL GONG IN THE BOX IS NOT STRIKING, may pull the hook down ONCE 
AND LET GO. If the small gong in the box does not immediately respond by 
striking the number of the box and the fire alarm bells are not striking, do 
not hold down the hook or pull it a second time, but proceed promptly to 
pull the next nearest box, as the tailure of tue box to respond on either the 
gong in the box or on the alarm bells woula indicate something wrong with 
that box or circuit. with which the adjacent boxes would not be affected, 
as they are arranged on separate circuits 

Key holders are instructed that a box must never be pulled for a fire 
seen at a distance, or their key intrusted to boys or irresponsible persons 

Persons giving an alarm are requested to remain at the box until the 
arrival of apparatus and then direct them to the locality ot the fire 


One stroke on the alarm bells, or two strokes, with an interval between 
them, indicates that the alarm is being tested 
f Two strokes preceding the pulling of any box will indicate that the box 
is pulled by the Chief Engineer to practice the department 

The Chief Engineer will use the fire alarm to transmit his orders to the 
whole department or any detail thereof 

The above Details, Signals, ete., will be observed as å General Order 
and will supersede all others on and after April Ist, 1907

WARD BOUNDARIES 


The first ward shall comprise that portion of the city embraced 
within a line commencing at a point at the eastern end of the 
bridge, connecting the Island of R. I. with Coasters, Harbor 
Island; thence running through the centre of the highway lead- 
ing from said bridge to Third street; thence southerly through 
the centre of Third street to and through the centre of a high- 
way running easterly and crossing the tracks of the Old Colony 
Railroad, and thence along Farewell street, otherwise called 
"Long Lane,” to a point which shall be a continuation of a 
straight line running easterly through the centre of Rutgers 
street; thence through the centre of Rutgers street, Halsey

cis street, Rhode Island avenue and Champlin. street, continu- 
ously; thence in a straight line in a continuation of the centre 
line of Champlin street, to and across Easton’s Pond to Middle-
